Man Declared Suicide. 


FAIRBURN, Ga., Nov. 2.—(Spe- 
cial.) —With a coroner's jury return- 
ing a verdict that eliminated murder 


as a consideration of the manner in | 


which he had met death, the mystery 
of the identity of the young ma&n 
whose body was found hanging in a 
dilapidated farm shack in Campbell 
county late Saturday afternoon, was 
heightened Sunday after thousands of 
persons ‘had viewed it in the under- 
taking parlor to which it was removed 
for “he inquest. 

Suimde by hanging was the verdict 
returned by a jury empanelled by 
Coroner T. C. Rivers after an-inguiry 
that began Saturday night was re- 
sumed Sunday morning. 

Sheriff T. W. Camp Sunday night 
said that news ot the suicide had re- 
sulted in an almost continuous stream 
of persons filing by the body during 
the day, as well as nearly 100 tele- 


phone calls from within and without 
the county. The only new develop- 
ment in the effort of authkerities to 
ascertain the man’s identity was dis- 
covery that on the inside of the right 
heel was a deep scar, apparently hav- 


ing been received in childhood. Sher- | 


iff Camp was hopeful that the scar 
would prove helpful in identification 
f the man. 

Body Partly Unclothed. 

Discovered by Floyd and Clarence 
Johnson, brothers, during a hunting 
trip, the body was partly unclothed 
and the improvised rope by which it 
hung to a doorway had been made of 
Strips torn or cut from a pair of near- 
ly new overalls worn by the man. He 
was believed to be about 25 years of 
age. 

Sheriff Camp also revealed that one 
other possible clue as to the identity 
had been discovered Sunday—that of 
a woman's name carved by @ pen- 
knife on a cheap red octagon-shaped 
pencil. The pencil was found in the 
dead mans, brown: -berring-bone ‘coat, 
and bore name “Pearl,” 

The scarred heel, the pencil and 
the fact that the man’s teeth re- 
vealed signs of dental attention caused 
Sheriff Camp to hope that identifi- 
cation of the body would be possible 
before authorities order it buried in 
potter’s field. It was pointed out 
that the second tooth from the “eye 
tooth” in the upper right jaw was 
a gold-crowned inlay and through this 
means, it was said, identity of the 
man might be established. Unless 


identification is made by noon today, 


nowever, Sheriff Camp said, the body 


| probably would be buried. 


Sucide Doubted.

It was recalled that 
the position of the head with relation 
to the place where the crude knot 
touched the chin was an unnatural 
one, and it also was recalled that 
when the body was found both feet 
were resting on the floor of the aban- 


doned house, the knees bent slightly 


and the fists clenched tightly.

Hunt Statement. 

Text of Mr. Hunt's statement fol- 
lows: 

“IT am familiar with the white pri- 
mary system as practiced in. several 
counties of the state, particularly 
Polk, Floyd and Fulton counties. 
have seen the good results of the pri- 
mary system for some 30 years, and 
am heartily in favor of it. 

“While some evils which I cannot 
indorse ltave ferept into the working 
of the system, these evils should be 
eradicated inside of the party, and 
not by secession. If the southern 
states had remained inside the Union 
to fight for their rights, undoubtedly, 
they would have fared better. The 
same principle is applicable to a sys- 
tem so meritorious as the white pri- 
mary. I doe not place party above 
principle, but I do believe that cor- 
rections of evils should be made in- 
side of the party, and that the white 
primary should not be tofn down or 
suspended except for the very gravest 
reasons.”

The coronation was followed by a 
dance of the high priests in front of 
the church, to the time of low, 
rhythmical chants, accented by mo- 
notonous drumpbeats and the clash of 
cymbals. Th® priests, bearded and 
mantled, swayed their bodies violent- 
ly to and fro according to the peculiar 
Ethiopian ritual, and waved their 
long, gold- headed “prayer sticks” like 
wanis, 

After the royal pair left the church 
they were driven, amidst fresh out- 
bursts of applause, to a great, lav* 
ishly decorated coronation dais in the 
big square in front of the palace. In 
front of them, tethered to the plat- 


form and growling like captive beasts 


in a Roman arena, were a quintet of 
fierce-logking lions with beautiful gold- 
en brown manes, guardians of the 
throne of Ethiopa and national sym- 

Is of power. 

The ruling princes and chiefs from 
the outlying provinces were admitted 
to their presence in processional or- 
der. As they approached the rulers 
they prostrated themselves, touching 
the earth with their fo¥eheads as an 
indication of their submission and 
homage, Beside the sovereigns stood 
the crack guardsmen of the palace, 
tall, stalwart youths, brilliantly uni- 
formed, who guard their monarch’'s 
lives and lead the way into battle. 

To signalize his coronation and 
spread peace and good-will among the 
countrys 10,000,000 population, the 
king released several hundred political 
and criminal offenders and also con- 
ferred the Order of the’ Conquering 
Ljon of Judah upon a number of cab- 
inet members, princes and _ tribal 
chiefs. 

The most striking of the day’s fes- 
tivities was a gargantuan open- -air 
banquet of raw meat and “tej” or 
wine, made from fermented honey and 
flavored with herbs, which the em- 
peror gave to 25,000 of his tribesmen. 
Five thousand cattle were slaughtered 
on the spot for the feast. 

The young emperor considered it a

ETTER TREND

NEW YORK, Nov. 2.—(?)—Con- 
trasted with the unstable conditions 
that have prevailed virtually since 
fall arrived, bond prices were firmer 
last week but activity still suffered 
by comparison with the period when 
liquidation was in full swing. 

For the greater part of the week, 
domestic railroad and utility issues 
ignored the influence of the stock mar- 
ket and crept upward but industrial 
corporatiou bonds remained in the dol- 
drums, except for a few obligations. 


Far more conspicuous was the United 
States government list which was well 
supported throughout the weeks of 
sagging and was considerably strength- 
ened by the inquiry from banks 
throughout the week. Several issues 
climbed to new highs for 1930. 

Signs of greater stability in Brazil, 
and encouraging niews of a diverse 
character from some other foreign 
countries put new vitality into the 
foreign market, and the widest gains 


the stock exchange list. Substantial 
recoveries have been made by Latin 
American and German bonds from 
their lows reached several weeks ago. 

Many of the South American issues 
have recovered the largest portion of 
the losses suffered in the swift decline, 
and some are within a few points of 
the mid-September prices just before 
the decline set in. Peru 6s of 1960, 
Peru 7s of 1959, Chile 6s of 1961 
‘and 1963, Bolivian 7s of 1969 and

It is generally accepted 
that the principal cause of the set- 
back in bond prices this fall has been 
'due to liquidation by speculators to 
protect their stock market accounts, 
with the break in foreign bonds as 
an additional factor. 

Uncertainty over the trend of bond 
prices virtually stopped public offer- 
'ing of new issues last week. The to- 
tal of $17,643.000. half of which was 

in municipal bonds, was the smallest 
'of the year with but one exception. 

It represented a sharp decrease from 
the previous week when new financ- 
ing amounted to $98,038,588, and $2,- 
a year ago, which was the 
smallest volume for any week in 1929. 
The total for October, however, was 
only slightly’ under the _ previous 
month and compared favorably with 
the October, 1929, total.

BONDS DEVELOP 1SMALL RALLY CLOSES 


WEEK'S STOCK TRADING 


Wall Street Shows Disgust 
at Inactivity as Prices 


Fail To Rise. 


BY CHARLES W. STORM. 

NEW YORK, Nov. 2.—(NANA)— 
Following a reaction in the early trad- 
ing in which a number of stocks de- 
clined to new low’ prices, the geveral 
stock market experienced a rally which 
closed it on Saturday above the pre- 
ceding final figures. The reason given 
for the recovery was that the market 
had become oversold but the real un- 
derlying factor was the covering of 
short commitments by professional 
bears. ‘There is such a huge volume 
of stocks outstanding that it is hard 
to believe that the professional bears 
could bring about a condition where 
the market was oversold. 

The extent of the rally was not im- 
pressive considering the decline which 
it experienced last week and this is 
viewed as indicating further liquida- 
tion this week. 

Favorable News Absent. 

The Street is in a most disgusted 
'frame of mind. ‘There is nothing fa- 
vorable in the news from day to day 
to encourage aggressive buying of 
stocks. about the only reason being 
that they have declined a great is- 
tance from the top figures and that 
the bulk of shares are now Ilddged in 
strong hands which are in position to 
hold them indefinitely pending a re- 
eovery in general trade and indus- 


try. 

Prices, however, have declined so 
far that some of the biggest houses 
in the Street are anxiously trying to 
discern the buying point. Some be- 
lieve that the buying area has al- 
ready been reached. One large firm 
Saturday sent to its clientele a list of 
common stocks which the firm con- 
siders to be selling at attractive lev- 
els. The list was made up of 20 dif- 
ferent issues. The firm’s previous sug- 
cestion to buy stocks was on Novem- 
ber 13, 1929, when stocks had the 
biggest break in 1929 following the 
boom. Not an oil stock is mentioned 
in the list. Railroad shares are also 
conspicuous for their absence, 

Following Bear Tips. 

But tips on stocks fall on deaf ears 
but tips to sell stocks short attract 
eager listeners and a following. The 
ceneral public has lost so much money 
buying stocks that many amateur trad- 
ers are now trying to retrieve their 
losses by selling short. 

Professional bears continue to be an 
undesirable element and this may ac- 
count for the fact that the big bears 
are absent from their usual places of 
operation. Wall Street authorities 
continue to endeavor to put the muz- 
zle on short selling and have been us- 
ing persuasive tactics to curtail short 
operations. However, it would not be 
surprising if some prominent operator 
on the short side was in the near 
future offered a sacrifice. 

General Motors. 

General Motors moved within a nar- 
row range throughout the session ow- 
ing to the publication of earnings 
equal to 53 cents a share on the com- 
mon stock for the third quarter. These 
figures were slightly above what had 
been expected and showed that for 
the nine months’ the company has 
earned within 15 cents a share of the 
full year’s dividend of $3 a share. 

Oil shares were comparatively 
steady notwithstanding announcement 
of a further cut in the price of Penn- 
sylvania crude oil.

COTTON GOODS SALE 
SHOW BRISK UPTURN 


NEW YORK, Nov. 2.—Our sales 


last week totaled the largest yardage 
in any week since January, 1927, 
which period we, of course, all remem- 
ber as an extremely active one. Very 
large orders on standard print cloths 
were placed, prices were advanced 1-8 
to 1-4ec a yard, with sales made at 
the advanced prices, and, notwith- 
standing the relatively lower volume 
of business that was placed during 
the first two weeks in October, our 
total yardage sales for October show 
considerable increase over September. 
There was a large inquiry for de- 
liveries running through to March, 
but it is our feeling that goods for 
next year’s delivery should and will 
bring better prices than those current 
today. 


Sales on colored goods, including 
flannels, chambrays, denims and ex- 
port fabrics, were most encouraging 
and there was activity on practically 
all constructions, the volume being 
well over 100 pereent in excess of 
production.. Towels were in good de- 
mand and sales ran well in excess of 
production. The demand continues to 
improve on sheets and pillow cases 
and some sizes are available now only 
for forward delivery. Colored borders 
show a distinct trend toward repeat- 
ed popularity for Christmas selling. 

There was also some improvement 
in the demand for drills and twills 
and we are encouraged by the im- 
proved demand covering a few con-
